D. OTIS BEASLEY, ADMINISTRATIVE ASSISTANT SECRETARY SAID VITARELLI

‘CHARGED IN 1954 AS A SECURITY RISK AND AT THE CURRENT RATE OF PAY,

VITARELL1 BROUGHT COURT ACTION AFTER HIS 1954 DISMISSAL AS A
